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This is a decision on the petition filed October 8, 2004, 
requesting that the above-identified application be accorded a 
filing date of December 30, 2003, including pages 18-26 of the 
specification. 

The application was submitted on December 30, 2003. However, on 
September 8, 2004, the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
(OIPE) mailed a "Notice of Omitted Items'' (Notice) that stated 
the application had been accorded a filing date, and that pages 
18-26 of the specification appear to have been omitted. 

In response, on October 8, 2004, the present petition was filed 
wherein petitioner argues pages 18-26 of the specification were 
filed on December 30, 2003.

A review of the application 
file indicates the presence of eighteen (18) pages of 
specification (pages 1-17 and 27), with pages 18-26 (nine (9) 
pages) missing. It is assumed that the missing pages (pages 18- 
26) of specification were misplaced by the Office.
